Any  person  eligible  for  admission 
to  college  classes  may  enroll  at  rate 
of  $5.00  per  semester  hour,  plus  $3.00 
Union  fee,  $1.00  textbook  rental  per 
course,  $4.00  book  deposit,  and  may 
purchase  .  a  student  activity  ticket 
at  prevailing  rates.

Construction  of 
National  Guard 
Armory  Is  Begun 

Ground  was  officially  broken  on 
November  13  for  construction  of  the 
new  $179,245  National  Guard  Arm¬ 
ory  which  is  to  be  built  on  the 
northwest  corner  of  the  College 
campus,  just  north  of  the  present 
National  Guard  vehicle  building. 

According  to  William  Prichard, 
consulting  engineer,  the  new  arm¬ 
ory  will  be  the  first  of  its  kind  in 
the  nation. 

Under  the  contract  the  work  must 
be  completed  in  200  days  from  the 
start  of  the  construction. 

Bennett  Construction  company, 
Kansas  City  was  awarded  the  con¬ 
tract  for  tlie  local  Armory ;  St.  Louis 
Distributing  company,  St.  Louis, 
the  heating  contract;  R.  E.  Holt, 
Maryville,  electrical;  and  U.  S.  En¬ 
gineering  company,  Knnsas  City, 
plumbing.

Student  Visits  United  Nations 
Headquarters  in  New  York  City 

"After  personally  hearing  Vishinsky  and  Malik  blast  American  ideals, 
I  thank  God  more  fervently  than  ever  before  that  I  do  not  live  under 
Communist  oppression,"  says  Terry  Bullock,  who  recently  returned  from 
attending  the  United  Nations  seminar  for  college  students.  The  seminar 
was  sponsored  by  the  Student  YMCA  and  YWCA  and  was  held  over  the 
week-end  of  November  13-15. 

Terry  went  by  bus  to  Lincoln,  Nebraksa,  where  he  boarded  a  char¬ 
tered  bus  that  carried  the  group  of  three  men  and  twenty-five  women 
to  the  seminar.  Arriving  in  New  York,  Terry  had  the  privilege  of  stay¬ 
ing  in  the  Hotel  Diplomat,  located  in  the  heart  of  Manhattan. 

“As  I  see  it,"  he  said,  "the  Russian  delegates  denounced  America  for 
these  three  things:  promoting  the  -cold  war,  blocking  armistice  negotia¬ 
tions  in  Korea,  and  the  U.  S.  stand  on  disarmament  and  atomic  control.” 

Other  sessions  which  Terry  attended  included  a  discussion  of  Pales¬ 
tine  problems  by  the  Syrian  delegate,  Dr.Zeineddin,  and  the  Israeli  del¬ 
egate,  Arthur  Liveran;  a  discussion  of  the  Trieste  question  by  the 
Yugoslav  delegate,  Mr.  Nincic;  and  an  address  by  Dr.  Solomon  Arnaldo 
entitled  ’The  Work  of:  UNESCO.” 

On-  Sunday  morning  Mr.  M.  M.  Thomas,  leader  of  the  Student 
Christian  movement  in  India,  concluded  the  seminar  by  speaking  on-  the 
subject,  "Ghristlans  in  the  World  Struggle.” 

Terry’s  concluding  remark  was,  “Although  the  cost  was  great,  I 
shall  never  forget  this  experience.  Anyone  would  profit  from  a  visit  to 
the  U.  hf.  headquarters."
